THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Seores of Girls at the Hospicio Busy 
Making Fine Laces to 
Exhibit. 


CITY TAKES GREAT INTEREST 


Action Stimulated by St, Lenisans 
Who Have Made Their Home 
in Tropical Town. 


BY C. C. RIDER. 

GUADALAJARA, Mex., Nov. 24.—Guada- 
lajara will be represented at the St. Louis 
Exposition by the. handiwork of scores of 
girls, most of them orphans, who are cared 
for at the great Hospicio or poorhouse 
maintained by the state of Jaliseo. For 
months they have been at work on rare 
pieces of Mexican lace, dresses, table 
cloths, handkerchiéfs and other articles 
made of linen and silks. 

“Do you want to gee what we are making 
for the St. Louls Exposition?” is the first 
question asked of American visitors to the 
Hospicio. 

Then a guide leads them through long cor- 
ridors where the girls are at work on thé 
laces, bending close over large frames and 
plying their needles in the cloth with the 
speed and unfailing accuracy of machines. 

The preparation of the exhibit is now 
just begun, it is explained, although the 
first stitch was taken months ago. Most of 
the girls engaged in the work are betwetn | 
12 and 18 years of age although a few are | 
under 10. They are the wards of the state. 
of Jalisco which cares for them and sends’ 
them to school in the Hospicio where they | 
live, many of them from the time they are | 
a few days old until they are of sufficient 
age to care for themselves. Most of them 
leave the institution when 18 years old. 


The lace and drawn work which they are 
making in the form of dresses and other 
articles are of the filmy, intricate sort for 
which Mexico is famous. The articles would 
sell for fancy prices in the States. 

The silk or linen used is stretched on 
frames like those used years ago in New 
England for making quilts. Scissors, needle 
and thread are the only tools used in the 
work. 

Most of the articles are finished in white 
but a few are worked in mfny-colored silks. 
the designs being tiowers or tyoical scenes 
from Mexican life. 


Mexican Law 
Forbids Begging. 


The Hospicio, where this work is bein 
done, is a great building built around 2 
ateos or courts. There are now about 600 
nmates of all ages. The law forbids beg- 
ging and all worthy poor are cared for fn 
the llospicio. In one ward are ® aged 
watriors of the Yaqui Indians, who for 
years have kept the troo of Mexico busy 
with their rebellions agd uprisings. Thev 
are cared for as well as the most Joyal 


citizens. 

Great interest in the World's Fair is 
manifested in Guadalajara, of which the 
activity in the Hospnicio is an indication.

“The first meeting for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a clearing house was held Uct. 
23, 1868, at the St. uls National Bank. 
On Nov. 23, 1888, by-laws were acopted. At 
the present time, the clearing house has 13 
members—six national and seven state 
banks. The subtreasury and postoffice are 
represented each day and ‘clear’ exactly as 
do the banks, but they are not members 
and of course have no vote in the clearing 
house mectings. 

“The trust companies and smaller banks 
send no checks to the clearing house, but 
‘clear’ through members. 

“The safety vaive and di 
the clearing house rests 
clearing house committee, cons Sting of five 
bankers. This committee has direct charge 
and supervision of the clearing house and 
under its direction work the manager and 
assistant manager. e clearing house 
committee also haS power to examine the 
books of all members and those clearing 
through members and, for good cause, to 
suspend any from the association.
